Review of Milk Situation.
In going over the milk situation

Dr. Knight says that the result of a
complete survey of the situation
shows that at the beginning of the
work there were only three pasteur-
izing plants in the city and that the
greater part of tho milk supply was
raw. He s.ates that by Intensive
work there have "b en added fcur ad-
ditional pasteurizing plants and four
plants which sell only pastturlzed ire
cream. He soys that the investigation
shows that all of these places have
installed the latent ..astcurtalng plants
with time and temperature recording
apparatus. In order that these plants
may be kept l.n th very best of con-
dition a weekly record is kept and
they have found all of these In sat-
isfactory condlt.in. except on rare
decasions.

At the pasteurizing plants the lat-
est reports shows that the hlfrhest
bacterial fount was 60,000, which is
considered very low.

Dr. Knight states" that all of the
raw milk dealers have had their cat-
tle tuberculin tested, and all but
two or three are now using the smnll-mout- h

pall, and ill except two are
sterllliiing utensils efficiently. Ho
also states that about half are lifting
the city water, but the remainder get
their supply from springs or wolls
which, on laboriitory analysis, fhow
contamination. However, Dr. Knlprnt
hopes that by the proper sewnge in-

stallation that these springs will show
up better.

applicant's birth. In a ate where
vital statistics are not kept, a simple
form of affidavit from the parents of
the applicant, or some one having
knowledge of the facts, is accepted as
a certificate of birth. The applicant
must file with the clerk the letter from
the national war work council of the

An Increased number of assistant

In
addition to this, a fourth photograph
must be furnished, upon which the ap-

plicant nVust sign his full name. This
'fourth photograph Is affixed to the
passport by the department of state.

'with the clerk a certificate of birth,
which must show the place and date of

In speaking of this work Dr. Knight
says that besides these zones which
have already been mapped out others
will be taken up as soon as possible.
All zones are supplied with a field
inspector, whose duty it Is to make
a survey and direct the work in his
zone.

The two large ponds which have
been drained by the Public Health
service are Cemetery Park,' adjacent
to the National Cemetery; Montague
pond, which Is being supplied with a
sewage system for a drainage protec-
tion in a permanent way.

Work has been progressing rap-

idly during the past month in .the
malaria control work which has been
organized by the United States Pub-
lic Health Service. Dr. C. P. Knight,
the officer in charge of the service,
states that the work is not only well
organized in the city, but that it has
been established throughout the zone.
This task has been placed under the
supervision of Arthur E. Gorman,
who is employing an average of fifty
laborers.

Dr. Knight has the malaria control
work divided into three zones. This
is in order that full protection may
be provided for he troops stationed
at Chickamaugt The organization,
which has Just been completed, takes
In the following territory in the three
cones:

Zone 1. from the southern bound-
ary of the city to Boyce station in
East Chattanooga. This also includes
North Chattanooga and Hill City,
comprising a total of eight square
miles.

Zone t. From the southern bound-

ary of zone 1 running south to the
southern boundary of Rossvllle;
thence running west to Lookout
mountain. This zone Includes the
suburbs of - East Lake, Rossvllle
(Tenn.), Alton Park, St. Elmo and
the city of Chattanooga. The ' total
area is fifteen square miles. '
